OBITUARY. 


Presipent Jepep1an Morcan Grant, who 
died at his residence in Great Salt Lake City, 
at twenty minutes past ten p. uw. of December 
Ist, 1856, was the son of Joshua and Thalia 
Grant; and was born in Windsor, Broom 
county, New York, ou the 21st day of Febra- 
ary, 1816. 

He was baptized into the Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-Day Saints by Elder John F. 
Boyington, on the 21st of March, 1833. 

In 1834 he went to Missouri with the com- 
pany of Saints styled “ Zion’s Camp,” and, in 
the fatigues, privations, trying scenes and ar- 
duous labors endared by that hardful of vali- 
ant men, exhibited a goodly ion, for one so 
young, of that integrity, and unwavering 
effort and constancy in behalf of the cause of 
i that have so invariably characterized his 

On his return from that mission 
dained an Elder, and on the Sted of Man 


1835, went forth among the people preachin 
the gospel and baptizing, in company with EL 
der Harvey Stan “4 

In the winter 1835-6 he assisted in the 


labors upon the rt oe in Kirtland, Ohio; and, | w 


after receiving his blessings, started, April 13, 
1836, on a mission to the States east of that 
place. During this mission, most of his time 
Was spent in the State of New York, where he 
preached mach in various places and baptized 
twenty-three persons in sone of whom 
was his brother Aastin, and several in other 
localities; and returned to Kirtland oa the 6th 
of March, 1887. 

He again left Kirtland on the 6th of June, 
1837, and passing throagh Ohio, New York, 


arrived in North Carolina, where he -

cuurt houses,chapels aud other places of assem- | 
bly, and held discussions with the Methodists, 
in which he was signally successfal in overpow- 
ering the reasouings and foul aspersions of error. 

On the 9th of October, 1838, he once more 
started for Missouri, and arrived in Far West 
on the 12th of November. At this time he v.s- 
ited his brother George D. Grant, to whom he 
had, on a former occasion, first introduced the 

|, and who was then in Richmond jail 
with the Prophet Joseph and others, imprison- 
ed on account of their religious faith. Decem- 
ber 25th of the above year, driven out by bigo- 
try and intolerance, he left Far West with his 
father’s family, whom he located in Kuox co., 
Illinois; and remained preaching and baptizing 
in that vicinity during four months. 

On the 12th of May, 1839, he went to Com- 
merce, (afterwards Nauvoo) stayed there three 
days and proceeded to Quincy, where a con- 
ference was held on the Ist of June, at which 
he was appointed a mission to Virginia and 
Worth Carolina. He labored extensively in 
those States upwards of three years, preaching 
day and night, baptizing many, and building up 
Branches; and, having fulfilled his mission with 
honor to himself, ‘to the cause and to his God, 
he left in the fall of 1842, ‘ recommended by 
the Saints and hundreds of worthy citizens.” 
— Times and Seasons, Vol. 4, page 63. 

In June, 1843, he was sent to preside over 
the Branch in Philadelphia, and returned to 
Nauvoo in March, 1844. 

On the 9th of May he started from Nauvoo 
in company with Elder Wilford Woodroff and 
Geo. A. Smith, whom he accompanied through 
Illinois, preaching as opportunity offered, and 
returned and was in Nauvoo at the period of 
the martyrdom of the Prophet Joseph and 
Hyrum. 

He married Miss, Caroline Vandyke in Nav- 
voo, July 2, 1844, Bishop Newel K. Whitney 
officiating. 

He bore the tidings of the Prophet’s massa- 
cre to the Twelve and brethren in the eastern 
States, and resumed his station of presiding in 
Philadelphia, whither he took’ his wife, and 
where he wrote and pablished several truthful 
and cutting strictures upon the doctrines and 
course of Sidney Rigdon and his followers. 

In May, 1845, he returned to Nauvoo where, 
on the 12th of the following December, he re- 
ceived his endowment in the House of the 
Lord; and diligently assisted in conferring that 

t blessing upon many others. 
a” February, 1846, he shared with the Saints 
in their exodus from Nauvoo, and with them 
turned his back upon the tyrannical oppression 
of professedly civilized and Christianized Iili- 
nois, to seek a new and peaceful asylum amid 
the fastnesses and barren wastes of the moun- 


tulns. 

He started from Winter Quarters, (Florence ) 
during the winter of 1846-7, on a short mission 
to the Eastern States, where he bought the 
cloth for a mammoth flag, transacted other im- 

rtant business, and returned in the succeed- 
ing June and was appointed Captain of the 3d 
Hundred of the emigrating Saints, which he 
led to this valley, arriving in the forepart of 
the October following. 

In October, 1848, with characteristic energy 
and promptness, he went beyond Fort Bridger, 
with several men and teams, met Pres. Wil- 
lard Richards and company, and assisted 
them in. 

He was elected Brigadier General of the 1st 
Brigade of cavalry in the Nauvoo Legion, 
May 26, 1849. 

In October, 1849, he was sent to the States 
on business, in company with several other 
missionaries who elected him their Captain, 
and whose lives he greatly aided, by his gener- 
alship, in saving, when furiously charged upon 
oy a war party of Indians in the Black 

ills. e returned, in 1850, with a train of 
merchandize. 

Great Salt Lake City was incorporated on 
the 19th of January, 1851, and at the first el- 
ection held under the charter, on the lst Mon- 
day of the next April, br. Grant was elected 
Mayor, which office he magnified and held un- 

terraptedly and by the unanimous vote, to the 
day of his death. 

In 1851 he again went to the States, where 
he spent much of the time in Philadelphia and 
ashington, and wrote several letters to Jas. 
G. Bennet, Editor of the New York Herald, 
and also published them in pamphlet form un- 
der the title, of “Trath for the Mormons.”— 
Those spicy and unanswerable letters had a 
salutary effect in allaying the excitement, tried 
ab Officials who ran

October 23, 1852, he was elected 
General of the Ist Division ef the 
gion, which office he still held; and always took

an active and efficient interest and action in ey- 
ery thing pertaining to the protection of the! 


| proclaimed the principles of eternal Trath in lives, property and rights of the red as well as 


the white man. 


Fle was unanimously elected Speaker of the. 


House of Representatives, in the Legislative 
Assembly of the Territory of Utah, on the 18th 
of December, 1852, and at the three subsequent 
sessions; and filled that position, as he did all 
which he was called to occupy, with dignity 
and honor, and to the fullest satisfaction of all 
the members over whom he presided during so 
many successive terms. 

In April, 1854, President Brigham Young 
selected br. Grant for his second counsellor, 
and, on the 6th,that wise choice was euthusias- 
tically sustained by the large concourse assem- 
bled at that Conference, and subsequently by 
all the Saints throughout the world, so fast as 
they received information thereof. To the 
Saints comment is unnecessary upon the manner 
in which he so ably and satisfactorily filled this 
station, one amoug the highest and most res- 
ponsible to which a human being can be called; 
so also is a particularization of wherein he 
greatly relieved our beloved President Brig- 
ham Young in the great and onerous duties de- 
volved upon him. 

During the last six months of his sojourn 
with us, he labored most indefatigably and be- 
yond his physical endurance, in starting and 
rolling forth that reformation which is sweeping 
through our settlements, and kindling a fire in 
Zion which will be joyfully felt by the remotest 
Saint and cause sinners to fear. These pre-em- 
inently oseful labors were followed by that 
brief though severe illness which freed his spir- 
it from its earthly tenement, to join Joseph in 
a more enlarged sphere of actiov, and where he 
can bring to bear a greatly increased ability to 
aid in ushering in the reign of peace and right- 
eousness upon the earth. 

Br.Grant needs no eulogy, and least of all such 
a one as our language could portray, for his 
whole life was one of noble and diligent action 
upon the side of truth, of high toned and cor- 
rect example to all who desire to be saved in 
the kingdom of our God. As acitizen, as a 
friend, a son, a husband, a father, and above 
all as a Saint, and in every station and circum- 
stance of life, whether military, civil, or relig- 
ious, he everywhere and at all times shed forth 
the steady and brilliant light of lofty and cor- 
rect example, and died, as he lived and coun- 
selled, with his ‘‘armor on and burnished.”— 
And though all Saints deeply feel his depart- 
ure, yet they can fully realize that it redounds 
to his and our “ infinite gain.” 


REMARKS 


BY PRESIDENT BRIGHAM YOUNG, AT THE FUNERAL 
OF PRES. JEDEDIAH M. GRANT, TABERNACLE. 
THURSDAY, DECEMBER, 4TH 1856. 


(Reported by G. D. Wat.) 


We expected that this congregation would 
have been assembled and seated by ten o’clock, 
or by a quarter past ten at the latest; it is now 
twelve, lacking five minutes, and near the time 
when we should be moving to the place of burial. 

The time is so far advanced that I shall not 
presume to answer my feelings, in my remarks 
on this occasion. I expected to have had time 
enough for offering some of my feelings and 
views, with regard to the living and the dead. 
True, it would take me a long time to reveal to 
you what is in my heart, but I expected to 
have had time to bestow a portion thereof on 
this congregation. 

I will say to those here assembled, and es- 
pecially to those more immediately connected 
with br. Grant in the capacity of a family, you 
have no cause for mourning, neither have we. 
True, we were fond of the company and society 
of br. Grant; br. Jedediah was a man we all 
loved, and we would have liked to have had 
him staid with us; we would have been pleased 
in longer enjoying his society here. 

Bat this our place of abode is only tempo- 
rary; we are on a journey; we have only to 
winter and summer, as it were. Br. Grant has 
got through here, and has gone to his spiritual 
place of abode, for a season. Not that he has 
reached his journey’s end, nor will he, until he 
has again received this body that now lies be- 
fore me. Every material part and portion per- 
taining to his body, to the temporal organiza- 
tion that constitutes the man, will clothe his 
spirit again,before he is prepared to receive the 
place and habitation that is prepared for him, 
yet he has gone to his spiritual home for a 
season. 

I am aware of the feelings of families and 
friends on such occasions. Many times I can 

ern and control my feelings, at other times 
nag When I can control my own feel- 
ings, I can collect my thoughts and express my 
ideas as clearly as my language will permit. 

In the few remarks that I will make to-day, 
I will not go to the Book of Mormon, nor to 
the Book of Doctrine and Covenants, for my 
text, for I will give you a text which compre- 
hends the sermon also, so that if I do not dwell 
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directly npon it I trust that what I say will be , and especially since I came into the vestry at ‘men as br. Whitney, br. Willard, br. Jedediah, 


trae, for it will be incorporated in my text, 
the text aloue will be a sermon, 

On this occasion Ill suy, as on other oc- 
casions, blessed are they that hear the gospel 
of salvatiow, believe it, embrace it and live to 
all his precgpts. That is the text and a whole 

of itself. 


sermon in 

Time wilf not permit me to tell, only in part, 
wherein th@y are blessed, how and with what 
they will b@ blessed, for it takes a life time to 
prepare forthis blessing. 

Some ogi would have to live to be a hun- 
dred years‘of age, in order to be as ripe in the 
things of God us was br. Grant, whose body 
now lies lifeless before us; to be as ripe as was 
the spirit which lately inhabited this deserted 
tubernacle, 

There are but few that canripen for theglory, 
the immortality that is prepared for the fuith- 
fal; for receiving all that was purchased for 
them by the Son of God; but very few can re- 
ceive what,br. Grant has received in his life 
time. H@has been in the Church upwards of 
twenty-foug years, and wus man that would 
live, comparatively speaking, a hundred years 
in that time. ‘The storehouse that was prepar- 
ed in him to receive the truth, was capable of 
receiving a8 much in twenty-five years as most 
of men can in one hundred. 

Though we might say that the time has been 
short which he has had to prepare himself in 
the flesh for receiving all that is treasured up 
for the faithful, yet there are but few men in 
this Church that ever will be prepared to re- 
ceive what he will receive, though they live 
thirty, fifty, seventy-five, or a hundred years,or 
to the coming of the Son of Man; there are 
but few men that will be prepared to receive 
the same degree of glory and exaltation that 
br. Jedediah will receive. This may be attri- 
buted to the peculiar organization of man. 

It is not every man that is capable of filling 
every station, though there is no man bat what 
is capable of filling his proper station, and that, 
too, with dignity aud honor to himself. When 
you find a person that is capable of receiving 
light and wisdom, one that can descend to the 
capacity of the weakest of the weak and can 
comprebend the most noble and highest intelli- 
gence that can be obtained by man, can receive 
it with all ease and comprehend it, circumscribe 
it; understand it from first to last, that is the 
man that can ripen for eternity in a few years; 
that is the individual who is capable of occupy- 
ing stations that many cannot occupy. 

Br. Grant we were well acquainted with,and 
there is no person but what laments his depart- 
nre from this world. But what will we mourn 
for? I want to ask myself that question, as I 
have a great many times. What will you mourn 
for, because br. Grant has gone where he can 
do more good? No, we will not mourn for that. 
Will we mourn because he has overcome all his 
enemies here, all that are opposed to Jesus 
Christ and to his gospel, because he has won 
the prize? Will we mourn for that? 

He is prepared to dwell with Prophets, with 
br. Joseph, with the ancient apostles, with Mo- 
ses, with Abraham, and to dwell in the pres- 
ence of Jesus Christ. We will not mourn for 
that. What will we mourn for? He has lost 
nothing, but has gained all. 

Why do we mourn? Perhaps it will be diffi- 
cult for me to tell you, yet I know. It is not 
the knowledge that God has given you nor me 
that causes us to mourn; it is not the Spirit of 
the gospel that produces within us a mournful 
feeling; it is not the Spirit of Christ, the know- 
ledge of eternity, of God, or the way of life 
and salvation. Our mourning proceeds fro 
none of those causes. What causes us to 
mourn? Neither more nor less, to me and so far 
as I can convey my idea by language, than the 
earthly weakness thatisin us. It is not the 
knowledge of the Almighty, the power of God, 
the light of eternity, bat it is the darkness, the 
weakness, the ignorance, the want of that eter- 
nal knowledge, so far as I can conceive, that 
makes aby person mourn here on the earth. If 
this conveys the idea to yuu, as it does to me, 
it will satisfy me. 

Mourning for the righteous dead springs 
from the ignorance and weakness that are 
planted within the mortal tabernacle, the or- 
ganization of this house for the spirit to dwell 
in. No matter what pain we saffer, no matter 
what we pass through, we cling to our mother 
earth and dislike to have any of her children 
leave us. We love to keep together the social 
family relation that we bear one to another, 
and do not like to part with each other; but 
could we have knowledge and see into eternity, 
if we were perfectly free from the weakeness- 
es, blindness and lethargy with which we are 
clothed in the flesh, we should have no dispo- 
sition to weep or mourn: ' 

Perhaps it is not proper for me to make 
few remarks with regard to this day’s opera- 
tions. Funeral ceremonies have borne | 


upon my mind considerable, I will say, weight, 


the time appointed for the services to com-| 


mence. I have often reflected with regard to 
paying particular respect to that which is use- 
less, to that which is nothing at all to us. And 
while waiting in the vestry I was pondering up- 
on how many bands of masic attended Jesus to 
the tomb, upon what the procession was, how 
many wore crape, who mourned and the situa- 
tion of the mourners, 

There are but few of us but what have been 
honored with as couvenient a place for a birth 
as was Jesus, though I presume that his motb- 
er was comparatively comfortable while lying 
on the hay in the manger; there are but few of 
us but what have had the privilege of a house 
to be born in, 

I was reflecting upon how many there were 
to lament and moura for Him, when he went 
out of the world; aud the few that did mourn 
had to make their escape, like going on to Eu- 
sign Peak; they had to stand afar off to mourn 
and durst not be seen near the place of the eru- 
cifixion. When the body had hung on the 
cross until night, Joseph begged the privilege 
of taking it down and carrying it to the tomb. 

I was reflecting further. Suppose br. Grant 
could speak to us this day, he would depreciate 
to the lowest degree the fuss and parade we are 
making He would say, “ away with you; stop 
your blowing of horus, beating of drums and 
hoisting of colors. Give my body a place 
to lay aud rest, and do not consider me better 
than other men. Tuke my body and bury it 
deep enough, so that it can rest where the 
floods cannot wash it out, where it can remain 
until the trampet sounds, wheu I may wake up 
and help you again.” 

Perhaps it is not proper for me to make 
these remarks, yet I hope they will not injure 
the feelings of anyone. But I say to each and 
every one of you, whether I die in this city, or 
wherever | die, when my spirit leaves my body 
know ye that that tabernacle is of no use, un- 
til the command comes for it to be resurrected; 
and I do not want you to cry over it, nor make 
any parade, but give me a good place where 
my bones can rest, that have been weary for 
many years and have delighted to labor until 
nearly worn out; and then go home about your 
business and think no more about me, except 
you think of me in the spirit world, as I do 
about Jedediah. 

I have not felt, for one minute,that Jedediah 
is dead; I feel he is with us just as much as he 
was a week or a month ago. 

The few words I say will perhaps be a con- 
solution to you, and perhaps not, but I tell you 
some Of my feelings and views. 

I want you all to remember this; when I die, 
let your flags remain in their proper places, 
omit dered oe and lay me away where! can 
rest. And I do not wish any of you to cry 
and feel badly, but prepare yourselves to fight 
the devils while you live and after you 
through the vail; and let me tell you that there 
we will doa great deal more than we can bere. 

Another thing I waut to pronnse you, every 
one of you, if you will be faithful; I promise it 
to myself. True, br. Grant was a great help 
to me; he stood by me and was willing to vome 
and go, and to do whatever was requested of 
him in order to take the burden from me; but 
I tell you that we will have not only fonr but 
an handred fold for him just as good, and so 
we will for every good man that lies down; I 
promise you that. Br. Graut we call a great 
man, & giant, a lion; but let me tell the young 
whelps are growing up here who will roar loud- 
er than ever he dare, and instead of there be- 
ing two, or three, or foar, there are hundreds 
of them: ; 

Perhaps many of you will think I am not 
correct in my views, that I am enthusiastic, 


that I am mistaken; and let me tell you that | 


the very sons of these women that sit here will 
rise up and be as great as any man that ever 
lived, and as far beyond Jedediah, or myself 
aud br. Heber, as we are in the gospel beyond 


our little children. I am not going to gather | good 


the lions of the forest from the sectarian world, 
that is not where I am going to get taem, bat 
the mothers in Israel are going to rear them. 
They will raise hundreds and thousands that 
will know more about the things of God in 


twenty years than Jedediah did in bis lifetime, 
which was forty years. Will they know more 
than I do? Yea 


br. Orson Spencer and many others, it is a 
matter of regret. 

Br. Grant can now do ten times more than 
if he was in the flesh; do you want to know 
how? He is in the spirit world, he has cunquer- 
ed death and hell, and will the grave, when he 
again assumes his body. He is no more sub- 
ject to the devils that dwell in the infernal re- 
gions; he commands them, and they must f° at 
his bidding; he can move them just as I can 
move my hund. Do you know how that is done? 
It is done by the principle in me that is called 
will, which principle God has planted in all in- 
telligences according to the capacity bestowed 
upon them. That intelligence is in us; we may 
call it will; it is the power of life in every crea- 
ture aud in all intelligences, and by that power 
[ stretch out my arm and bring it to me again 
at my pleasure, I look to the right or to the 
left, aud I speak accordipg to the dictates of 
my will. When I govern myself, I do this or 
that, I rise up to go to that city and return 
ayain, I sit down and rise up and do what I 
please. 

When men overcome, as our faithful breth- 
ren have, and go where they see Joseph, who 
will dictate them and be their head and Proph- 
et all the time, they have power over all disem- 
bodied evil spirits, for they have overcome 
them. Those evil spirits are under the com- 
mand and coutrol of every man that has had 
the Priesthood on him and has honored it in 
the flesh, just as much as my hand is under my 
control. 

Do you not think that br. Jedediah can do 
more good than he could here? When he was 
here the devils had power over his flesh, he 
warred with them and fought them, and said 
that they were around him by millions; and he 
fought them until he overcame them. So it is 
with you and I. You never felt a pain, an 
ache, or felt disagreeable, or uncomfortable ia 
your bodies and minds, but what an evil spirit 
was present causing it. Do you realize that the 
ague, the fever, the chills, the severe pain in 
the head, the pleurisy, or any pain in the sys- 
tem from the crown of the head to the soles of 
the feet, is put there by the devil? You do not 
realize this, do you? 

I say but little about this matter, because I 
do not want you to realize it. When you have 
the rheumatism, do you realize that the devil 
put that upon you? No, but you say, “I got 
wet, caught cold thereby got the rheumatism,” 
The spirits that afflict us and plant diseases in 
our bodies,pain in the system and finally death, 
have control over us so far as the flesh is con- 
cerned. Bat when the spirit is unlocked from 
the body it is free from the power of death and 
satan, and when that body comes up again it 
also, with the spirit, will gain the victory over 
death, hell and the grave. 

When the spirit leaves the tabernacle of 
flesh and goes into the spirit world, it has con- 
trol over every evil influence with which it 
comes iu contact, and when it takes up the 
body again, then the body also, with the spirit, 
will have control over every evil spirit that is 
in a tabernacle, if there is any wih being, just 
as far as the spirit that has the priesthood bad 
control over evil spirits. 

Perhaps you do not understand me, Takea 
spirit that has gone into the spirit world, does 
it have control over corruptible bodies? No. 
It can only act in the capacity of a spirit. As 
to the devils inhabiting these earthly bodies it 
cannot control them, it only controls spirits. 
But when the spirit is again united to the body, 
that spirit and body unitedly has control over 
the evil bodies, and those controlled by the 
devil and given over to the devils, if there is 
any such thing.

Wirn the publication of this number we 
complete the first volame of the Sranparp. 
Contrary to the expectation of many, who 
thought the scheme an impracticable one, we 
have been enabled thus far to publish a paper 
in this city advocating and defending our prin- 
ciples.

The need of a press in this country at the 
present time is apparent, not only to defend the 
truth and its advocates from the slanders and 
scurrilous reports which have been so freely cir- 
culated on all hands, but to place ‘‘ Mormon- 
ism,” or the truth, in a proper light before the 
people, to invite them to participate in its bles- 
sings and to warn them of the approaching 
calamities and judgments which will inevitably 
be poured out upon them, unless they repent. 
We do not expect the message we have to de- 
clare will be received and obeyed by all; the 
Scriptures lead us to think there will be few 
only who will accept it; but whether few or 
many, we wish those who are sufficiently honest 
and humble to obey the truth when they find it 
to have that privilege, and those who are not 
so disposed to be left without any excuse for re- 
jecting it. The command to us is to labor 
faithfully in preaching the gospel of Jesus unto 
the people, bearing testimony of its truth and 
of our authority to administer it, and solemnly 
warning them of the judgments that will be in- 
flicted as a penalty, if they refuse to obey it. 
If the ‘people receive and obey these things, 
they will be blessed, and we will have joy in 
witnessing their compliance with the require 
ments of heaven; but if they do not and we 
have labored faithfully and with the Spirit, we 
will neither suffer loss nor be condemned. 

Judging by the information which we have 
received from various quarters relative to the 
paper, it has been the means of dispelling con- 
siderable prejudice from the minds of the peo- 
ple where it has been circulated. In perusing 
its columns they have learned for themselves 
from a more reliable source than mere rumor, 
what our doctrines and views are; and they 
find that instead of “ Mormonism” being the 
frightful, debasing and anti-scriptural system 
they were led to believe it to be, it is a system 
abundantly supported by scripture and reason. 
This will always be the result which will attend 
the circulation of our own publications among a 
people who are in the least disposed to examine 
the subject dispassionately. 

It will still be our aim, as we said in our pros- 
pectus, to make the Sranparp an exponent of 
the doctrines of the Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-Day Saints, and to be a medium thro’ 
which all can derive correct information in re- 
lation to the objects and progress of ‘“Mormon- 
ism.” Its columns, as heretofore, will also con- 
tain items of general intelligence and the cur- 
rent news of the day, both foreign and domes- 
tic. No efforts will be spared on our part to 
make it an interesting and instructive sheet to 
all who have any love for the truth. If our 
Agents and the Saints generally will fully re-

Union and Obedience. 


Tur opposers of “ Mormonism” gay that 
the greatest evil connected with the system; 
is the implicit and unmurmaring obedieace 
that is rendered by the people to the counsels 
of the head. Brigham Young has but to speak, 
and the unanimity and obedience are so perfect 
that the Mormons immediately comply with his 
request. This trait of Mormon character the 
world view with apprehension, and they occa- 
sionally indulge in alarming fears as to the re- 
sult. To the prominence of this peculiarity 
some attribute the persecution and trouble we 
have to contend with. “If,” say they, “ the 
citizens of Utah wish to live in-amity with their 
fellow citizens of other portions of the Con- 
federacy, they should depose their President, 
and cease to obey his behests or follow his 
guidance any longer.” It would be suicidal for 
us, in their opinion, to continue to pursue the 
policy we have heretofore adopted, as it threat- 
ens us with inevitable ruin. Others imagine 
that our neighbors are the ones in danger of 
destruction and ruin,as they think the people of 
Utah are only waiting until they gather suff- 
cient strength to descend like an avalanche up-' 
on their fellow citizens of the adjacent states 
and territories. But they all agree that it 
would be better for us and for the world if this 
were not one of our peculiarities. We view 
this in a very different light. 

The very existence of ‘‘Mormonism” de- 
pends on the maintenance of union and obedi- 
ence among its followers. Divest it of these 
accompaniments, and it ceasvs to be the work of 
God, and would fail in benefiting its believers 
or the world. ‘“‘Depose the President and 
cease to be led and governed as at present,” is 
advice the devil would give and like to have 
obeyed by the Mormons. He would have no 
fears for the fate of his kingdom, or for the fal- 
filment of the designs of the Lord, if he could 
only bring about such a consummation. But 
this, we are assured by the word of the Lord, 
will never be. “ Mormonism” is destined to 
stand and prevail, and the dominion and power 
of Satan must be destroyed, and this can only 
be by the preservation of the present order. 

Let men strip themselves of their prejudice, 
and view the great results that have attended 
this peculiarity of the Mormons, and they must 
be compelled to admit that it is a peculiarity as 
much needed in these days among the people of 
God as it was in former ages. That the prin- 
ciple of obedience should be observed more 
perfectly on earth, the disciples were taught 
to pray that God’s kingdom might come, and 
His will be done on earth as it is in heaven. 
When his kingdom should be established on the 
earth, His will would be implicitly obeyed here 
as in heaven—his authorized agent here would 
be as unmurmuringly heeded as the angel of 
his presence or any other authority there. The 
Lord always designed this to be the case when 
he placed authority upon men to act in the af- 
fairs of His kingdom on the earth; therefore, 
when a people unto whom he sent His author- 
ized agents or ministers, refused to obey their 
voice and implicitly follow their directions, He 
manifested his disapprobation and displeasure 
by scourging and in some instances destroying 
them. 

So plainly does the Lord recognize this prin- 
ciple that every reader of the Bible can not 
but perceive it; one notable instance occurring 
(Exodus 4: 16 and 7: 1) where God made 
his authorized minister a god unto a nation and 
their king—that is, he acted in God’s stead,and 
his voice to them was equally as binding as 
though the Lord himself had spoken! This 
generation would uphesitatingly take the life 
of a man who would be so presumptuous as to 
make pretensions to this power in these days, 
yet it is what every believer in the word of 
God may expect. While the Lord hasa work 
to perform or a people to lead, such power 
should be looked for; and when it is once more 
restored to the earth the people of God will be 
one (without which oneness they can not be 
Christ’s) and His will will begin to be done on 
earth as it is in heaven. 

The wonderful success that has attended all 


be attributed to the strict observance of this 
principle. Mankind are astonished at the ten- 
acity of purpose and indomitable perseverance 
that have distinguished them under the most 
discouraging circumstances. These qualities 
they have not failed to notice, but they have 
not perceived, or if perceiving have never ack- 
nowledged, that they originate in the principle 
of obedience, which they affect to despise, tho’ 
they are filled with fear in regard to it.

Despicable artifice to injure the Mormons. 

In the Herald of Wednesday, “ Amicus Cu- 
riz,” who distinguished himself a few months 
ago by writing a silly article giving « crippled 
account of the members of the Legislature and 
wives, has another long article, headed “ More 
outrages of Brigham Young.” In this latter 
article he proceeds to call the attention of the 
editor of the Herald to “a few of the recent 
| outrages of the people of Utah and particular- 
ily to the course of Brigham Young,” by en- 
umeratiag several instances in which Brigham 
Young and the Mormons have violated and 
trampled upon the laws of Congress, and re 
fused to have them administered by the Federal 
Officers sent by Government to act in their 
midst. The article is evidently written with 
the most base and malicious intentions, and is 
the production of a man who, if we may judge 
by the spirit of his article, would have no high- 
er pleasure than to see the dogs of war let loose 
upon the “‘ Mormons” and they exterminated 
from the face of the earth. The article is da- 
ted Jan. 7th, Great Salt Lake City, but was 
without doubt written in this city, as the edi- 
tor of the Herald’s proclivities for such sland- 
ers are too well known to admit of the suppo- 
sition for one moment, that he would keep so 
sweet a morsel on hand for two weeks after the 
arrival of the mail. The public are expected, 
of course, to innocently gulp down the whole 
story without questioning; dating the letter at 
Great Salt Lake City would make the article 
have a more telling effecY?and was an artifice 
perfectly justifiable in the estimation of the 
writer to be used in creating prejudice against 
Brigham Young and the Mormons. To cor- 
roborate and give the statements a greater sem- 
blance of truth, on Thursday another commu- 
nication appeared, over the signature of W. 
W. Drummond,confirming and giving addition- 
al items relative to the fate of all the records, 
books, etc., belonging to the office of the Clerk 
of the Supreme Court,the abstraction of which 
was alluded to in the communication of Wed- 
nesday asone of the treasonable outrages of 
which the Mormons had been guilty. 

It was not intended,of course, that the public 
should know that ‘‘ Amicus Curie,” the Great 
Salt Lake correspondent of the Herald, and 
W. W. Drummond are one and the same per- 
sonage, yet, every person who will examine 
both communications, the structure of the sen- 
tences, etc., will scarcely fail to be convinced 
that the effusions of ‘ Amicus Curie” and 
that of W. W. Drummond emanated from the 
same pen. We have the best of reasons for 
concluding that both communications origin- 
ated here, and if they did, how contemptible a 
subterfuge to practice to bring indignation up- 
on the Mormons! It was a most brave device 
and excellently planned! ‘“ Amicus Curie ” 
at Great Salt Lake City omitted to mention 
the fate of the books, records, etc., abstracted 
from the office of the Clerk of the Supreme 
Court in Utah by a party of Mormons in high 
standing, under the immediate direction of 
Brigham Young, but the omission is easily cor- 
rected; W. W Drummond, U. 8. District 
Judge of Utah, steps into the witness stand in 
San Francisco, and completes “‘ the whole his- 
tory of the infamous insult” by informing the 
editor of the Herald that they were burned, 
yes, “sir, burned up in the City of Great Salt 
Lake, and no notice taken of the outrage by 
any one in authority at that place”! Thus 
the convenient omission of this item by the 
mythical “ Amicus Curie,” gives an opporta- 
nity for the testimony of another to be intro- 
duced, who confirms one part of the story and 
tacitly conveys the idea that the remainder is 
equally true; and thus the un-initiated are left 
to imagine that there are two persons, one in 
Great Salt Lake City and the other in San 
Francisco, who testify to the same things! 

Such low and disgraceful measures to injure 
the Governor and the people of Utah are un- 
worthy of any man who lays the slightest claim 
to respectability and truth, and they will soon- 
er or later recoil on the heads of those who 
originate them. It is not the first attempt 
that has been made by runaway judges to fo- 
ment difficulty between the people of the States 
and the Mormons, by published mis-representa- 
tions and falsehood about the Mormons’ hatred 
to the General Government, but like all such 
former attempts, it will fall innocuous to the 
ground and the fabricator pass into oblivion, 
while Brigham Young and the Mormons will 
live and flourish.

. ARRIVAL OF THE ORIZABA. 

By the Nicaragua steamer Orizaba, Capt. 
Blethen, which arrived on Thursday evening, 
from Panama and San Juan, we have dates 


from New York to the 29th of January, and 
from New Orleans to the 26th. 


Nicaragua. 

The news from Nicaragua represents W alk- 
er’s prospects as contrasting very favorably 
with that lately received from him in that quar- 
t@. The Orizabda arrived at San Juan from 
this port on the Ist of February, where they 
found Gen. Walker in person, with 800 ran- 
gers, awaiting the arrival. He returned to Ri- 
vas on the night of the 2d. The Tennessee 
brought down on the Atlantic side, 40 men and 
a large quantity of arms, ammunition, &c., and 
the Zeras 264 men for Walker, which would 
swell his furce under Cols. Wheat and Ander- 
son to 600 fighting men. Capt. Scott had near- 
ly completed the steamer to take them up the 
river. Ina letter written to Gen. Walker by 
Col. Wheat, he stated that he would have pos- 
session of the river and all the boats,and would 
be with him in Rivas in ten days from date. It 
is confidently expected that he can do it. 

On the 13th of Feb. President Walker,with 
his army, 1200 strong, were at Rivas, which 
place he has barricaded sufficiently strong to 
hold it against any force that can be brought 
against it. The allied army, under Gen. Can- 
as, were at St. Jorge. On the 3d Gen.’ Hen- 
ningsen, with 350 men, made an attack on Bt. 
Jorge After a short brush he withdrew his 
men, having killed two Generals and some 80 
or 90 of the enemy, losing only four men. On 
the Tth Gen. Henningsen, with the Ist and 2d 
Rifles, and the Rangers with two six-pounders, 
made another attack on St. Jorge, in which en- 
gagement they killed and wounded some 400 
or 500 of the enemy without the loss of a sin- 
gle man. Gen. Canas, at St. Jorge, was in a 
tight place. Gen. Walker has cut off all his 
supplies and his men were in a starving con- 
dition and deserting from 40 to 50 per day, and 
it was impossible for him to retreat,for Walker 
has so completely surrounded and hemmed him 
in that should he make the attempt he is sure 
to be cut to pieces. By a courier from Rivas 
it was ascertained that Gen. Walker had made 
preparations to attack St. Jorge on the morn- 
ing of the 9th inst., with his whole army and 
take the place by storm, but a short time be- 
fore the army was put in motion one of Walk- 
er’s Rangers, who had been a prisoner, cane in 
from St. Jorge with a letter from Gen. Canas 
to Gen. Walker—the contents of which the 
courier did not learn, but the orders for march- 
ing on St. Jorge were countermanded, and of 
course the supposition was that Canas had 
made a proposition to treat with him.

Some curious developments were expected.

Jp, con 
nection with the recent discoveries of Dr. Liy.

tinent. According to M. Jomard, the ng 
tion of the river at the present day is Open to 
Egyptian For twelve years past 
European merchants traffic peaceably with the 
natives, and collect a large amount of ivory, 
The whole country, in effect, appears swarm. 
ing with elephants; but the rivalry of trade 
provokes frequent disorder, without 
of the impradence of merchants, who are some. 
times guilty of violence towards the inhabit. 
ants. These latter are peaceable, hospitable 
and thickly settled upon either bank. Disputes 
and quarrels having led to serious tumults, the 
Egyptian government has introduced a preeag. ' 
tionary measure; Egyptian posts have been es. 
tablished upon the White Nile, and the variogs 
commandants are charged to protect commeres 
and the natives, and, at the same time, to pre 
vent the abuses of rivalry. These armed posts 
and forts have garrisons which render them r- 
spected. On tne other hand, the Austrian 
mission has an establishment at Khartoum,and 
a second one of less importance at the fifth de 
gree of north latitude. The missionaries are 
on good terms with the natives of the country,

discovery of portions of the African continent

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CREDIBILITY OF THE BOOK OF MORMON AS 
i COMPARED WITH THAT OF THE BIBLE.

1. Having demonstrated that America is the land 
given to Joseph in his patriarchal blessing, and that 
his posterity in the last days were to be the gatherers 
of Isracl, we will next proceed to examine the 18th 
chapter of Isaiah, which relates directly to this eub- 

The first verse reads thus: ‘* Wo to the land. 
shadowing with wings, which is beyond the rivers of 
Ethiopia."" Commentaturs have been sorely puzaled 
to find this land shadowing with (or, as in the Poly- 
glot margin, spread out as) wings. Barnes in 8 note 
on this passage, sys, ‘‘This land is positively an- 
known.”’ But why unknown? Let the reader con- 
sult the map of the world, bearing in mind that an- 
cient Ethiopia was much more extensive than now: 
covering indeed all Africa except Egypt and Cartha- 
genia, and extending eastward into Asia as far as 
India, under the name of Cush. Consider, then, that 
Isaiah uttered this prophecy at Jerusalem, and from 
| that point trace westwardly beyond the Nile and Ni- 
| ger, and you will find no land whatever shadowing 
| orspread out as wings, until you trace as far as 
/ America. Or, if you trace eastwardly from Jerusalem, 
| to the Indus and the Ganges, rivers of ancient Cush, 
| nd beyond them; you will find no land spread out

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on the map in the form of the wings of a bird, until 
you trace as far as America. North and South Am- 
erica are as near as natural objects may be supposed 
| tobe in form like wings. ‘‘ That sendeth ambassa- 
| dors by the sea.’’ The isolation implied in this lan- 
| guage particularly applies to America; for ambassa- 
1} dors sent from America to any other part of the world 
must be sent by sea. 
| 9 ‘In vessels of bulrushes.’’ Had we the original 
| copy of the prophecy, we might correct the evident 
| error of the Septuagint, which has the word bulrush- 
| sin the place of the original word, which, from the 
context, appears to have represented swift sailing 
| vessels. It is true, the Egyptians constructed boats 
| of bulrushes to float upon the Nile; but that stream 
| ig nowhere called the sea, but is called in Scripture, 
| ‘The river of Egypt. The Egyptians built no vessels 
| for sea use, and esteemed the mariners’ occupation an 
sbomination. See Rollin's Hist. Had not the Septua- 
|  gint translation been made in Egypt, a more fit word 
| would doubtless have been chosen. 
i 8. “Go ye swift messengers, to a nation scattered 
and peeled, to a people terrible from the beginning 
| hitherto; a nation meted out and trodden down, 
| whose land the rivers have spoiled.’’ The word, 
| rivers, as here used, is evidently figurative, and is 
| synonymous with waters, which occurs in the twelfth 
| and thirteenth verses of the preceding chapter; in 
| which it is interpreted as the merciless and terrible 
invasion of hostile armies. The nation scattered and 
peeled, is undeniably the Israclites. To them was to 
be sent swift messengers from Joseph's land, bearing 
to them the word of the Almighty. 

4. In the third verse we have as follows: ‘‘ All ye 
inhabitants of the world, and dwellers on the earth, 
see ye, when he lifteth up an ensign on the moun- 
tains; and when he bloweth a trumpet, hear ye.’’ 
The mission of Joseph's ambassadors is not confined 

| to the Jews; but is of equal importance to the world 

| wniversally. All men are commanded by Jehovah, 

tohear, to sce, and, by implication, to obey. The 

| standard evidently refers to the mount Zion mention- 
ed in the seventh verse, which being built by the 
gathering of the Saints, will be an unmistakeable 

sign to the world, that the dispensation of the fulness 

} Of times has commenced. The most fastidious will 
searcely questiun, that the blowing of the trumpet 
refers to the proclamation of the Gospel and the rev- 
elations of God. 

5. In the fifth verse, the time of this marvelous

These are pregnant questions, and 
directly in point. For it is to the swift messengers 
who are proclaiming these things to the world, and 
to the people who are fulfilling these predictions, 
that the world must look for the revelations of the 
Almighty teaching us what we must do to be saved. 
No better evidence is needed, that # church is a mere 
sectarian organization, and that missionaries are self- 
constituted, than their ignoring these signs of the 
latter-day church, and the latter-day priesthood; for 
God’s ministers in the last days will preach the gath- 
ering, and his church will gather together and build 
up Zion to his name. . 

10. But there is a church now gathering upon 
Joseph's land, upon the mountains of Ephraim, whose 
priesthood is diligently seeking among the nations, 
the scattered remnants of Israel and the honest heart- 
ed of all people.

And the vision of all is become unto you as the words 
ofa book that is sealed, which men deliver to one 
that is learned, saying, Read this, I pray thee: and 
he saith, I cannot; for it is sealed: and the book is 
delivered to him that is not learned, saying, Read 
this, I pray thee: and he saith, Iam not learned. © 
Therefore, behold, I will proceed to do a marvelous 
work among this people, even a marvelous work and 
a wonder: for the wisdom of their wise men shall 
perish, and the understanding of their prudent men 
shallbe hid. © And in that day shall 
the deaf hear the words of the book, and the eyes of 
the blind shall see out of obscurity, and out of dark- 
ness. The meek also shall increase thelr joy in the 
Lord, and the poor among men shall rejoice in the 
Holy One of Israel. For the terrible one is brought 
to nought, and the scorner is consumed, and all that 
watch for iniquity are cut off:’’ ° 


was to become as Ariel, we must refer to the context. 
In chap., 28: 1, we find that Ephraim was the sub- 
ject of this remarkable prophecy. In the 14th verse, 
Isaiah, still speaking of Ephraim, says: ‘‘ Wherefore 
hear the word of the Lord, ye scornful men, that rule 
this people which was in Jerusalem.’’ The word ‘‘is’’ 
in the printed text, is a supplied word, and occurs 
not in the original. That the word ‘‘was’’ should 
have been inserted, is evident, from two reasons; first, 
Individual members of the tribe of Ephraim, had 
dwelt in Jerusalem, lst Chron., 9: 3; but, second, 
The Ephbraimites had not ruled the people of that 
city. I have already shown that certain descendants 
of Ephraim left Jerusalem while Isaiah was yet 
prophesying, and took possession of America as 
Joseph's land; and as the Ariel (or Lion of God,) of 
Jerusalem was to be overthrown because of their 
wickedness; so would the Ariel of Ephraim be over- 
thrown for the same reason. The fulfilment of this 
prophecy is recorded in the Book of Mormon, and is 
duly attested by the still visible ruins of ancient 
cities and their military defences. 

18. To understand the nature of the speech of 
Epbraim whispering out of the ground, we can only 
conclude, that the speech of a nation must be its 
public records; and we may judge of the character of 
those laws by the thirteenth verse of the same chap- 
ter, which says: ‘‘ But the word of the Lord was

Sandwich Islands. 


We have recived a copy of the Honolulu Commercial 
Advertiser of the 29th ult., from which we make the 
following extracts: 


The old flag-staff on the ramparts of the fort which 
was taken down, was erected by Lord George Paulet, 
in 1843. The British flag was displayed from it on 
the 25th of February of that year, and continued up 
till July 31, about four months. The staff was re- 
moved, as the wall of the fort has been ordered to be 
demolished, which is now being done. 

The severest Souther that has visited our island 
for several years, commenced on Saturday last. 
During several nights, and also Wednesday the light- 
ning appeared almost incessant. The strength of 
the storm seems to have passed north about two or 
three hundred fmiles to eastward of Honolulu.

Fossrt Rematws. The Quebec Mercury of December 
4, says:—‘‘Some fossil remuins of a monster animal, 
supposod to be those of a mastodon, have lately been 
discovered in the county of Elgin. The St. Thomas 

eacribes them as follows:—‘We were shown 
on Tuesday last, by Mr. Freeborn Berdan, the gigan- 
tic tooth of a monster animal, found on the farm of 
Mr. Samuel Berdan, two miles west of Five Stakes, 
while digging in a light sandy loam on the edge of a 
smal] marshy spot, about 20 inches below, the surface. 
The tooth was about seven or eight inches in length 
across the face, by four or five in width, and seemed 
to have been broken out ofajaw. The surface was 
perfectly smooth, and to us as if it was pet- 
rified, or very heavily enamelled. It was of a mot- 
tled gray color at upper part, running down to 
a dark brown at the base. The interior was similar 
to a white, calcined bone. Mr. Berdan also found 
two enormous tusks eight and a half feet from one 
end to the other, and curving back so that the ends 
are nearly parallel to each other; also two thigh bones 
three feet long, and an under jaw bone over three 
feet long, several ribs from three to four feet i 
length from point to point, and six teeth w cht 
six pounds or more each. These bones, as near as can 
be ascertained,are su to belong to a mastadon, 
an extinct species of the elephant, and have probably 
remained undisturbed whete they were for centuries 
before the continent wag discovered. Some parts of 
them were in a high state of preservation, while others 
would crumble to pieces at the slightest touch.

AT THE FUNERAL OF PRES. J. M. GRANT, BY PRES. 
HEBER ©. KIMBALL; TABERNACLE, THURSDAY, 
DECEMBER 4TH, 1856, 


(Reported by J. V. Long.) 


Tue ideas that br. Brigham has just advanc- 
ed are congenial with my feelings, perfectly so. 

During br. Grant’s brief sickuess I would not 
believe, for one moment, that he was going to 
die, though my feelings would at times incline 
me to doubt as‘to his recovery; but I would 
not give way tothem. And now it is only the 
body that is dead, for his spirit will never die! 
It has overcome death and hell, and laid aside 
its earthly tenement that that may return to its 
native element, awaiting the morn of the resur- 
rection, when the spirit will receive it in an im- 
mortal state, and then have gained the victory 
over death, hell and the grave. 

In regard to the lifeless body that now lies 
before us, let me tell you that mourning and 
making a great parade over it, is similar to 
what it would be for me to lament about a 
house which the occupants had forsaken. I 
left a house in Nauvoo,but do you suppose that 
I fret about it? Idonot. And what is the 
use of gathering the bands together and the 
troops, and performing lengthy and pompous 
ceremonies over a tenement the spirit has left? 


I would not give a picayune for all your parade. } 


I will not stoop to the principle of death. I 
could weep, but I will not. There is a spirit 
in me that rises above that feeling, and it is be- 
cause Jedediah is not dead. 

I went to see him one day last week, and he 
reached out his hand and shook hands with me; 
he could not speak, but he shook hands warm- 
ly with me. I felt for him and wanted to raise 
him up, and to have him stay and help us whip 
the devils, and bring to pass righteousness. 
Why? Because he was valiant, and I loved 
him. He was a great help to us, and you 
can be through faithfulness and obedience. 

I laid my hands upon him and blessed him, 
and asked God to strengthen his lungs that he 
might be easier, and in two or three minutes he 
raised himself op and talked for about an hour 
as busily as he could, telling me what he had 
seen and what he understood,uatil I was afraid 
- would weary himself, when I arose and left 

m. 

He said to me, br. Heber, I have been into 
the spirit world two nights in succession, and, 
of all the dreads that ever came across me, the 
worst was to have to again retarn to my body, 
though Thad todoit. But O, says he, the 
order and government that were there! When 
in the spirit world, saw-the order of righteous 
men and women; beheld them organized in their 
several grades,and there appeared to be no ob- 
straction to my vision; I could see e man 
aod woman in their grade and order. I looked 


_ to see whether there was any disorder there, but 
there was none; neither could I ‘see any death | 


nor any darkness,disorder or confusion. He said 
that the people he saw were organized in family 
5 ta when he looked at them he saw 

e after grade, and all were organized and 
potent harmony. He would mention one 


item after another and say, “ why it is just as 
br. Brigham says it is; it is just as he has told 
us many time.” 

That is a testimony as to the truth of what 
br. Brigham teaches ns, and I know it is true, 
from what little light I have. 

He saw the righteous gathered together in 
the spirit world, and there were no wicked 
Veep teen them. He saw his wife; she was 

first person that came to him. He saw 
many that he knew, but did not have con- 
versation with any except his wife Caroline. 
She came to him, and he said that she looked 
beantifally and had their little child that died 
on the plains, in her arms, and said, ‘Mr. Grant, 
here is little Margaret: you know that the 
wolves ate her up, 
she is all right.’ , 

‘To my astonishment,’ he said, ‘when I loo 
ed at families there was a deficiency in some, 
there was a lack, for I saw families that wauld 
not be permitted to come and dwell together, 
“eg they had not honored their calling 

ere. 

4 He'asked his wife Caroline where Joseph and 
Hyrum acd Father Smith and others were; she 
replied, ‘they have gone away ahead, to per- 
form and transact business for us.’ The same 
as when br. Brigham and his brethren left 
Winter Quarters and came here to search out 
a home; they came to find a location for their 
brethren. 

He also spoke of the buildings he saw there, 
remarking that the Lord gave Solomon wisdom 
and poured gold and silver into his hands that 
he might display his skill and ability, anc said 
that the temple erected by Solomon was much 
inferior to the most ordinary buildings he saw 
in the spirit world. 

In regard to gardens, says br. Grant, ‘I have 
seen good gardens on this earth, but I never 
saw sny to compare with those that were 
there! I saw flowers of numerous kinds, and 
some with from fifty to a hundred different 
colored flowers growing upon one stalk.’ We 
have many kinds of flowers on the earth, and I 
suppose those very articles came from heaven, 
or they would not be here. 

After mentioning the things that he had seen 


resume his body, after having seen the beauty 
and glory of the spirit world, where the right- 
eous spirits are gathered together. 

Some may marvel at my speaking about 
these things, for many profess to believe that 
we have no spiritual existence. But do you 
not believe that my spirit was organized before 
it came to my body here? And do you not 
think there can be houses and gardens, fruit 
trees and every other good thing there? The 
spirits of those things were made, as well as 
our spirits and it follows that they cun exist 
upon the same principle. 

After speaking of the gardens and the beauty 
of every thing there, br. Grant said that he 
felt extremely sorrowful at having to leave so 
beautiful a place and come back to earth, for 
he looked upon his body with loathing, but was 
obliged to enter it again. ' 

He gaid that after he came back he could 
look upon his family and see the spirit that was 
in them; and that he conversed with them 
about the gospel and what they should do, 
and they replied, ‘well, br. Grant, perhaps it 
is so, and perhaps it is not,’ and said that 
was the state of this people, to a great ex- 
tent, for many are full of darkness and will 
not believe me. 

I never had a view of the righteous assem- 
bling in the spirit world,but I have had a view 
of the hosts of hell, and have seen them as 
plainly as I see you to-day. The righteous 
spirits gather together to prepare and quality 
themselves for a future day, and evil spirits 
have no power over them, though they are con- 
stantly striviog for the mastery. I have seen 
evil spirits attempt to overcome those holding 
the priesthood, and I know how they act. 

I feel.well, and I do not feel to condescend 
to a spirit of mourning. If Ido weep, I will 
weep for my Own sins and not for Jeded- 
iah. If he could speak he would say, weep 
not for me, but weep for your own sins.’ 

Before br. Grant was taken sick, he said 
that he had unsheathed his sword, and that it 
never should be sheathed again until the en- 
emies of righteousness were subdued; and he 
fought the devil to the last, and used to pro- 
claim that he left us with his sword unsheathed, 
— he willhelp Joseph aud Hyrum and Wil- 
lard. 

Previous to the late reformation, I saw br. 
Willard in adream. I dreamed that we had a 
very large kiln filled with articles of ware of 
various kinds and sizes. Many of them had 
previously fallen down, being thin, not having 
strength to remain upright; we had put the 
good ones into the kiln and put in the fire, and 
had got them considerably warmed. But, 
somehow or other, they got cold again, and we 
thought we would go down to a certain 
stream and get some dry wood, and burn the 
earthenware for use. As we were going to- 
wards the stream, brother Willard came along 
and said, ‘brethren, 1 am gathering up better 
‘foel than that, some that will make a bigger 
fire.’ So he is, and Jedediah has gone to help; 
and the day will come that many of us will go 
too; and asthe Lord Almighty lives, and as 
my soul lives, we have unsheathed the sword 
and we never will sheath, it, until the enemies of 
our God are overcome.—Jedediah has over- 
come all his enemies. 

Br. Brigham says that we will have hundreds 
and thousands of boys right here that will help 
us with a power greatly increased beyond that 
of their fathers, and I know that it will be so. 

When boys go back on the plains to en- 
counter storms and rescue the suffering, as did 
David P. Kimball, Stephen Taylor, Joseph A. 
Young, Ephraim Hanks and many others, it 
makes me feel well. David took the consecra- 
ted oil and went forth, like a man of God, and 
anointed the sick and afflicted, and command- 
ed them to arise; and those boys acted valiant- 
ly, having been trained up amid the Saints. 

Br. Epbraim Hanks has put a feather in his 
cap, through his noble condact in aiding our be- 
lated immigration, he has unsheathed his sword 
upon ths dite of doing good, and T exhort him 


not to sheath it again. — 
I feel e ; br. Jedediah has gode to 
b 


be with Joseph. 
Let us be faithfal, and listen to the words of 


br. Brigham and br. Jedediah and those placed 


to lead us, and what joy I will have. Would 
I be willing to lay down my body? Yes, if 
that would sooner accomplish so great an ob- 


ject, and bring this whole people into a posi- 


t it did not hart her: here 


he spoke of how much hedigliked to return and | 


tion where they could see and understand for 
themselves. 


These are my feelings , brethren and sisters, 
aud may God bless you. To those who delight 
in uprightness I am all blessings, from the 
crown of my bead to the soles of my feet; but 
I am heavy on the tracks of sinners, because I 
know that if they do persist in their course, 
and if the Quorums do not purify themselves 
quickly, you will see something that will make 
you lament; some are nourishing a cankerworm 
that they will not easily get rid of. 

Why do you not all listen to br. Brigham 
and Jedediah and Heber and many others? 
They have bad the spirit of reformation all the 
time. Then wake up, ye Saints of Latter 
Daye and cleanse your platters inside and out, 
and God Almighty will rescue us from our en- 
emies. He will slay them; he will hurl kings 
from their thrones and unrighteous rulers from 
their places of authority, and they will drop 
faster than you saw the stars drop from heaven, 
at the time that the Saints were driven out of 
Jackson county, Missouri. 

I am talking of what I know, and not of 
what I merely believe; and may the Spirit ef 
God, the Holy Ghost, the Comforter, rest up- 
on you, my brethren and sisters, and upon our 
families and every good person. Br. Brigham 
is my brother and br. Jedediah is my brother; 
I loved him, I love those men, God knows I do, 
better than I ever loved a woman; and I would 
not give a dime for a man that does not love 
them better than they love women. A man 
is a miserable being, if he lets a woman stand 
between him and his file leaders; he is a fool, 
and I have no regard for him; he is not fit for 
the preisthood. 

I want to stir you up to faith, obedience, in- 
tegrity and everything that is good. I am 
preaching to you; not to Jedediah. What re- 
mains here of him goes back to mother earth, 
and let us strive to honor our tabernacles as 
did brother Grant his. 

My body has got to return to dast, and I 
will honor it, then I will take it again. I am 
as sure of that, as I am that I am standing 
here before you. 

God bless you forever: Amen. 

Russian Passports.—The Nord, of Brus- 
sels, contains the following from its Moscow 


correspondent: 


“The labor of leaving Russia, is one worthy 
of Hercules. In order to obtain a passport at 
St. Petersburg, I have been compelled to un- 
dergo the following torture: 1. 'To be announc- 
ed three times in the public journals; 2. To 
obtain a certificate of the execution of this for- 
mality; 3. To carry the certificate to the po- 
lice magistrate of the quarter, who furnished 
me with a second certificate; 4. To betake my- 
self to the bureau of Prince Dolgorouke, where 
this certificate was exchanged for a counter- 
mark; 5. To go to the bwreaw d’addresses,where 
another certificate was given me; 6. To run to 
the Governor-General, who furnished me with 
a passport; 7. To exhibit this passport at the 
steam-packet office before obtaining a passage. 
I was particularly fortunate, for the accom- 
plishment of the above formalities took up only 
three days; many others have. been detained 
three weeks.” 

A Lance Fer.—Sir Astley Cooper, the cel- 
ebrated surgeon, is said to have received the 
largest fee ever given for an operation. It was 
upon an old gentleman seventy years of age, 
resident of the West Indies, who being afflic- 
ted went to England to undergo an operation. 
It was performed with Sir Astley Cooper’s 
accustomed ability; and upon visiting him one 
day when he was able to quit his bed, he ob 
served to his surgeon that he had fed his phy- 
sician but not his surgeon. He desired to know 
the amount of bis debt, and Sir Astley replied:
